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Mueller finds no evidence 
of conspiracy with Russia 


Justice Dept. 
won't pursue 
obstruction 
charges

WASHINGTON - Special counsel Robert Mueller’s 
investigation did not find evidence that President 
Donald Trump or members of his campaign conspired 
with Russia’s efforts to sway the 2016 election, deli- 
vering a boost to the president in a case that has shad- 
owed his administration since its first days. 

But the special counsel’s report leaves “unresolved 
whether the president’s actions and intent could be 
viewed as obstruction,” Attorney General William 
Barr said in a letter to Congress delivered Sunday. 

“While this report does not conclude that the presi- 
dent committed a crime, it also does not exonerate 
him” on whether he obstructed justice, Mueller said in 
the report, according to Barr’s four-page summary. 

Because the special counsel did not reach a conclu- 
sion on obstruction, Barr wrote that the ultimate deci- 
sion was left to him, adding that he and Deputy At- 
torney General Rod Rosenstein determined that 
Trump’s conduct did not constitute a crime.

Fed up with a distressing downturn in 
milk prices that has decimated Wiscon- 
sin dairy farms, Kendra Thewis is urging 


farmers to fight back to preserve their 
livelihood and a treasured way of life be- 
fore it’s too late. 

Farmers, she says, ought to be “caus- 
ing an uproar” instead of feeling sorry for 
themselves and quietly accepting what- 


ever milk price they can get. 

“We put our blood, sweat and tears 
into our product, only to be given a price 
that isn’t enough to pay ourselves or even 
feed the cows at times,” she said. “We 
need to be heard now because time is 


running out.” 

She and dairy farmer Tom Crosby of
